Shis  has  reference  to  Office  letters  of  January  eth  and  May  £6- 
1927  and  telegram  of  the  tlst  Inst.,  pertaining  to  data,  In  detail,  re- 
latlTa  to  the  expense  of  MtlTltlea  In  the  matter  of  purchasing  land  for 
homelait  California  Indians.  It  la  noted  the  Office  states  It  is  assumed 
that  this  information  oould   be  given  without  making  extensive  thorough 
investigation.    Kindly  be  advised  that  suoh  is  not  the  oase,  that,  as  the 
Offloa  is  aware,  this  Jurisdiction  includes  the  activities  in  forty-five 
oountles  of  Northern  and  Central  California  and  that,  with  the  exception 
of  seven  oountles,  so  far  as  this  offloe  is  aware,  no  oensus  has  ever 
been  made  and  that  in  four  of  the  seven  oountles  in  which  we  have  oensus 
the  oensus  has  not  been  made  aooordlng  to  bands  and  was  consequently 
praotloally  uaeleas  for  the  purpose  at  hand. 

The  undersigned,  together  with  the  entire  personnel  of  thia 
Aeonoy,  has  given  considerable  tine  to  the  oomplllng  of  data  submitted 
herewith;  wne  is  not  as  extensive  as  we  would  Ilka  to  submit  it  but  it  is 
believed  that  It  will  serve  the  purpose  for  widen  it  is  desired.    Xo 
facilitate  the  handling  of  this  matter,  suae  will  be  discussed  as  to 
oountles,  with  a  summary  of  all  oountles.  Data  as  to  the  various  oountles 
is  as  follov.si

Estimated  Indian  population  of  Alameda  County  Is  125,  but  all 
of  this  nrabar,  with  the  exoeption  mentioned  below,  reside  in  the  oltiee 
of  Alam6la  County,  where  they  have  gene  to  prooure  employment,     There  Is 
one  band  iu  Alameda  County  oanmonly  known  as  the  Verona  Band,  which 
consists  of  about  thirty  individuals,  located  near  the  town  of  Verona i 
these  Indians  were  formerly  those  that  resided  in  olose  proximity  of  the 
Mission  San  Jose. 

It  does  not  appear  at  the  present  time  that  there  is  need  for 
the  purehase  of  land  for  the  establishment  of  their  homes.

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Jormer  estimates  place  the  Indian,  population  of  Alpine  County 
at  200 •     Estimate  placed  by  the  writer  during  the  paat  several  years  has 
been  In  the  neighborhood  of  95.    'Jlhen  It  li  oonsldered  that  the  total 
population  of  Alpln6  County  In  1920  was  only  £43  (which  Included  whites  as 
well  as  Indians)  It  is  believed  .that  our  estimate  of  95  Is  approximately 
eorrset.     This  is  further  borne  out  by  *ne  fact  that  we  have  u  school 
population  In  Alpine  County  of  sixteen.    We  have  found  that  the  average 
relation  between  the  total  population  and  the  school  population  Is  on  the 
ratio : of  C  to  1.     This  Indian  population  Is  about  evenly  distributed  be- 
tween Wocdfords  and  Uaricleeville;  most  of  these  Indians  reside  on  public 
domain  allotments;  further,  they  have  never  been  oonsldered  as  bands  and, 
In  the  writer's  opinion,  there  Is  no  need  to  consider  the  purchase  of 
tract ■  for  them  to  eEt&blish  their  homes,

At  Enterprise  there  is  no  need  for  the  Government  to  purchase 
land  to  be  need  aa  a  raneheria. 

It  is  regretted  that  we  have  been  unable  to  seoure  substantial 
information  relative  to  the  Oleta  band;  however,  It  is  not  considered 
probable  that  they  are  In  need  of  land  for,  us  we  have  been  purchasing 
land  for  Indians  for  a  period  extending  over  twenty  yours,  it  would  seem 
that  their  needs  would   have  been  called  to  tile  attention  of   acme  Govern- 
ment official  some  time  during  that  period, 

~s  the  Office  Is  aware,  we  have  been  considering  the  purchase 
of  a  tract  for  the  Indians  at  lone  far  the  past   several  years,  the  pro- 
perty be lnr.;  a  forty  acre  traot,  which  has  been  tied  up  by  legal  procedure. 
See  Pile  :36222-2£.     The  proposed  price  Is  £4,000,00* 

The  Biohey  band  Is  not  In  need  of  land, 

At  Jaokson  we  have  the  former  Bigger  or  llewulc  Beservatlon, 
TJhlxh  is  now  being  used  as  a  rancherla.    There  are  three  families  actually 
making  t).eir  hou:es  on  this  reservation  for  the  present  time;  in  one 
family  there  are  four  adults;  In  another  two  adults;  In  the  third  one  adult 
and  six  children. 


Jlb  the  Office  1*  aware,  we  are  now  giving  consideration  to  the 
jmroha.ee  of  a  tract  for  tba  Indians 'of  the  Buena  VI  eta  hand;  file  #16260-27.

Little  is  known  about  the  Homo  eand  of  Indians  exoept  that  most 
of  the  aJ\ilts  find  employment  on  the  Butte  City  Banoh. 

It  Is  not  believed  that  any  land  is  needed  for  them.  . 

.lie  Yankee  Hill  baud  Is  a  branch  of  the  Ooncow  tribe ,  many  of 
wham  were   taken  to  the  Bound  Valley  Heservation  In  tlie  early  days.  Lost 
Of  these  Indians  own  property, on  which  they  pay  taxes,   the   same  as  other 
•  Jtiitui,     It  wo«3a  thoi^fere  bet  »«•*"■  »e  tJwVr  teogt.  luiitl-aiii  to  sar- 
■hass  l»iw  an  wMsh  they  eiigin  establish  nomas. 

in  the  violnitjr  of  Chloo,'  California,  there  are  approximately 
66  Indians;  these  do  not  ocsrpriso  any  one  hand  but  are  numbers  of  other 
bands  that  have  gone  to  Ohloo  to  procure  work  and  have  established  their 
harass  there     They  are  living  the  same  as  white  citizens,  are  of  the  labor- 
ing olass,  and  consequently  no  land  Is  required. 

The  Bidwell  band  also  resides  in  the  vicinity  of  Chloo  on  land 
set  aside  for  them  by  the  former  Bidwell  estate,  which  was  acquired  by 
the  Bldwells  as  a  Uexloan  grant,    There  are  two  houses  looated  on  this 
property  that  when  constructed  cost  over  $3,000  each,  which  are  oooupled 
by  Indians.     It  is  understood  from  reliable  sources  that  the  Indiana 
residing  thereon  are  responsible  for  the  taxes,  which  oonditlon  has 
existed  sinoe  1923.     It  may  be  necessary  at  some  future  date,  to  protect 
these  Indians  and  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  homeless,  to  acquire 
tracts  that  become  delinquent  on  aooount  of  taxes  and  set  tame  aside  as 
a  rancher  la. 
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Tha  Mountain  House  band  lives  la  the  rloinlty  of  Pulga  and 
oonslsts  of  approximately  96  Individuals,     there  an  approximately 
sixteen  minors  la  this  band,  tha -remainder  being  adult a •     Zt  is  under- 
stood that  there  are  about  twenty- two  families. 

She  writer  had  intended  to  .make  a  personal  survey  of  this 
situation,  but  the  road  has  bean  cloud  since  last  November  and  It  la 
sow  reported  that  same  will  not  re  open  until  approximately  July  15th* 
It  is  understood  that  It  will  probably  be  neoessary  to  make  axrangemm  ts 
to  purchase  land  for  this  band. 

A  tract  of  land  was  purchased  from  the  Central  Paolfio  Ballway 
for  the  luiijpxlns  band  of  10.    V*  have  very  little.  If  any,  information 
■nTMBrnsnp'  this  wurehass,  although  It  it  uoeentesa  that  sane  •emitted 
of  SB  sort*,    Most  of  the  Indian.  u»t  reside  thareen  are  adults, 

Two  tracts  of  land  have  been  purchased  for  the  Enterprise  band. 
The  two  tracts,  together,  oomprise  80  acres.  So  further  purohase  will  be 
neoessary  for  this  band. 

Eighty  acres  was  purohaeed  for  the  llooretown  band.  Ho  further 
purchase  will  be  neoessary  for  this  band. 

There  are  approximately  £6  Indians  residing  within  the  vlolnity 
of  the  town  of  Oroville,  but  their  oonditlons  are  practically  the  same 
as  those  in  the  vlolnity  of  Chloo,  and  no  land  will  be  required  for  them,

It  is  known  that  quite  a  large  number  of  Indians  reside  In 
the  vicinity  of  Averya,  but  It  Is  not  considered  as  one  band  and  they 
are  scattered  over  a  considerable  area.     It  does  not  appear  that  It  will 
be  neoessary  to  purchase  any  land  for  these  people.

There  are  about  23  Indians  that  reside  in  the  vicinity  of 
Stony  Ford.       Mo  land  ie  needed  for  these  people  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  most  of  them  at  the  present  time  are  residing  on  their  allotments 
or  homesteads. 

There  are  about  13  Indians  that  make  their  home  in  the  vicinity 
of  Sites.     However,  no  land  is  needed   for  these  people  at  the  present  time. 

480  acres  were  purchased  for  the  Indians  of  the  Cortina  Band. 
There  are  six  families  residing  on  the  Cartana  Bancheria  at  the  present 
time. 

There  is  a  small  hand  of  Indians  in  the  vicinity  of  Grimes  but 
no  land  is  needed  for  them  at  the  present  time.

Kelso  Valley  Is  a  location  for  a  number  of  Indians  who  have 
allotments  and  the  purchase  of  land  for  their  immediate  need  is  not  required. 

Walkers  Basin  le  another*  Indian  settlement  hut  land  la  not  re- 
quired for  their  immediate  use. 

In  Piute  and  vlolnlty  Indians  reside  to  the  number  of  about  40. 
They  are  making  their  own  way  and  land  for  home  site  is  not  required. 

At  Tehaohapi  we  have  a  email  band  of  Indiana  who  are  self- 
supporting.  Home  site  is  not  required. 

Tejon  whioh  at  one  time  was  considered  a  ranoheria  has  pasted 
through  legal  procedure  and  title  has  been  deoleared  to  be  In  the  Tejon 
Banoh.    Effort  hat  been  made  to  purchase  land  the  Indians  oooupled,  but 
the  owners  of  the  Banaho  refused  to  sell  but  have  expressed  their  willing- 
ness that  the  Indians  should  remain  there  and  oooupy  the  lend  as  formerly 
without  aiiy  objection  so  long  as  they  do  not  make  legal  claim  for  same. 
A  rental  of  ,3,00  per  year  la  charged  them  for  oooupanoy  of  the  land. 
It  Is  useless  to  oonslder  purohaslng  land  for  them  elsewhere  as  they  would 
positively  refuse  to  move  from  their  present  habitation. 

KIHSS  COl'JiTYt 

Trotn  the  reoords  at  this  office  it  appears  there  are  about  18 
Indians  in  the  Charley  George  band  and  104  in  ilusoles  Plough  (Xache  )  band. 
The  remnants  of  the  Charley  George  band  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  Hanford. 
However,  they  are  not  in  need  of  land. 

The  Jiusoles  Slough,  or  Tache  band,  reside  in  the  vlolnlty  of 
lemoore.  Some  years  ago  these  Indiana  purohased  60  aores  for  their  use. 
It  is  understood  that  within  the  past  fifteen  years  the  Government  has 
purohase<!  some  of  the  as  traots  when  they  become  delinquent  for  taxes.  This 
bend  is  rot  in  need  of  more  lend.  However,  if  some  of  the  land  should  be  core 
delinquent  for  taxes,  it  would  probably  be  necessary  for  the  Government  to 
step  In  :ud  purchase  ser-e  to  keep  then,  from  losing  their  rights,  '."here  are

on  land  i.urohasoi?  for  homeless 'Indiana. 

Ash  Valley,  consisting  of  a  small  bandt  does  not  require  home  site. 

The  Bieber  bond,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  County,  are  ratting 
their  we;-  and  do  not  require  land  for  a  home  site. 

i!ho  Cove  bend  do  not  need  laud  for  a  home   site.

In  oonneotion  with  la&d  to  be  purchased,  attention  la  moat  reaped  t- 
fully  oalled  to  the  faot  that  the  purchase  of  a  traot  for  the  Buena  Vista 
band,  In  Amador  Oounty,  comprising  70  aores,  for  a  oonsidaration  of  $3,000, 
it  now  pending.     It  is  possible  that  purchase  may  be  completed  during  the 
flsoal  year  1927,  and,  If  not.  It  Is  praotioally  oertaln  that  it  will  be  com- 
pleted early  In  the  flsoal  year  1926. 

The  farther  faot  that  the  purchase  of  a  traot  of  40  aores  for  wood 
reserve  as  an  addition  to  the  present  Pinolivllle  Banoheria,  is  also  pend- 
ing, with  the  possibility  that  It  may  be  completed  this  flsoal  year.  If  not, 
it  is  very  probable  that  same  will  be  completed  the  early  part  of  next 
flsoal  year.

Xt   1b  understood  from  Office  oonmunl  oat  ions  that  a  oes^ete  report 
as  to  the  needs  of  the  homeless  Indians  of  California  it  dttlnii   such 
report  would  not  be  complete  without  .calling  Attention  to  the  fact  that, 
although  land  is  needed  ai  ahown  ebov%  Af or  from  7  to  14  additional  bands,  the 
paramount  nee**  of  the  homeless  Indians  of  California  now  la  the  development 
of  traote  already  purchased,  through  the' provision  of  adequate  water  supply 
for  domestlo  use,  proper  fenoing  of  asms?  and  provision  for  the  construction 
Of  better  homes  on  eaoh  treat  purchased.     She  Importance  of  adequate  water 
supply  for  domostio  use  la  apparent  as  a  sanatory  and  health  measure  without 
further  dieousslon. 

She  traots  should  be  fenoed,  as  frequently  considerable  friotlon 
and  agitation  Is  oaused  between  the  Indians  oooupying  the  tract  and  their 
white  neighbors  beoause  of  poor,  or  no  fenoes.     Shese  improvenente  should, 
in  the  writer's  opinion,  be  oared  for  out  of  gratuity  appropriations. 

She  question  of  homss  has  oaused  this  Agenoy  considerable  oonoem 
as  to  the  plan  that  will  prove  the  most  suooessful.     She  reimbursable  plan  has 
proved  a  failure  among  the  California  Indians  on  the  publio  domain,  exoept  in 
one  or  two  Isolated  Instances.     Shersfore  this  plan  wan  dlsoarded.  Swo  other 
plans  have  lut-seated  themselves]  one,  that  the  Government  furnish  the  home 
gratuitously!  the  other,  that  the  home  be  built  and  written  up  on  a  oontmct 
similar  to  reimbursable  plan,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Indian  is  to  pay 
so  much  eaoh  yGar,  and  the  further  understanding  that  if  he  does  not  make 
paymmta  when  due,  the  house  will  be  oonfisoated  and  sold  to  another  desiring 
a  home.
